Announcement of the return of Great Britain to-the gold standard on 
April 28 is the most significant event in world economics since the signing of 
the Armistice. Simultaneous with Great Britain identical action was taken 
by Australia and New Zealand, Holland and the Dutch East Indies. Can- 
ada is already on a gold standard basis and South Africa will revert. to, the 
gold standard on July 1. 

The effects of this momentous decision was al once seen in the rise. of 
the pound sterling on the New York market to the highest point in ten years 
and only less than fqur cents from full par value.

A Generous Exemptions Law. — 


Being pri-narily an, agricultural area, 
Saskatchewan legislators come mainly 
from the farm, or from urban constitu- 
encies intimately dependent upon rural 
prosperity. It is not surprising, 
therefore, to find provincial legislation 
framed with agricultural welfare as 
the central consideration. Saskat- 
chewan has a generous “exemptions” 
law as a protective measure for the]; 
farmers. > Certain fundamental prop- 
erties (real and personal) are free 
from selzure. Even under a chattel 
mortgage these properties are exempt 
always provided that ‘the price of 
same docs not form tho consideration 
for which the mortgage was glven;. or: 
does. not form the subject matter of 
the judgment upon which the exect- 
tion is based. In other words, a 
creditor can always seize the article 
for which the farmer cannot, or will 
not; pay, but must respect the follow- 
infg “exemptions” in realizing on a 
mortgage: 

1. The necessary and ordinary cloth- 
ing of the farmer and his family. 

Furniture, household furnishings 
and dairy utensils, to the extent of five 
hundred dollars. 

3. The necessary ‘food for tho farm- 
er and hig family, during six months, 
which may include grain, flour, vege- 
tables. and meat—cither prepared for 
use, or on foot. 

4, Fcur_oxen, ‘horses, or mules, or 
any four of-them; 6-cows, 6 sheep, 4

animals the farmer may. choose. for 
food purposes, together with food for 
the same, from November. to April; 
or for such of these months as may

Urban Exemptions. 
‘ In compavison with the foregoing, 
the city man’s protection is grimly 
slim: 

1. The bocks of a professional man, 
or the tools necessary for the practice 
of the man’& trade -or profession—to 
the extent of two hundred dollars. 

An ingenious statistician has -re- 
cently figured out that, while there 
are sorae 60,000 farms of less than; 50 
acres in Ontario, there are only 1,000 
of these kiid of farms in Saskatche- 
wan. On -he othershand, as against 
16,000 Ontario farms of more than -200 
acres, Saskatchewan -has over 80,000 
farms of that size. ‘herein Hes the 
essential story behind “intensive” as 
opposed to “exterisive” farming. The 
Ontario way {s the better way. It is 
also the. safer and more productive 

way. Nevertheless, no pen-picture of 

Saskatchewan would be in true focus,

Oldest Living Things Known, 


Lotuses Now Growing From, Seed 
Possibly 400 Years Old 

The oldest Hylng things on earth; so 
far as is known, are now growlug and 
flourishing In water at the Thompson 
Institute for National Research at 
Yonkers, ‘N.Y. 

These most venerable of living things 

are lotuses. The seed from which 
they are germinating are possibly 400 
years old. They were excavated from 
the deeply covered bed of a lake which 
long since dried up near Darien, in 
Manchurla.

operative marketing pools “now 
being organized for the handling 
of the dairy, livestock, and poultry 
products. Meetings of the joint 
Board of the three pools are being 
held each week, to discuss plans 
for the coming campaign, which 
is to be held for three weeks _be- 
tween June 8 and 28, after seed- 
ing operations are over, and the 
farmers will be able to give their 
attention to pool matters, 


In connection with this drive 
for contracts in the pool, a series 
of meetings will be held thruugh- 
out the province at which com- 
petent speakers will be on hand 
to discuss the merits of each peol 
Canvassers for the drive have been 
named in all districts, and will be 
ready with contracts when the 
opening date arrives,

EXPERIMENTAL FARM 
NOTES 


Rhubarb 


‘One of the first things.taken 
from the garden in the spring 
should be fresh rhubarb, This 
plant iy perfectly hardy and re- 
quires very little care, 
propagated either from seed or 
roots, usually planted about 18 
inches apartin the spring. Old 
unthrifty plants should be taken 
up divided and reset in a rich, 
well worked soil, but~ no stalks 
should be pulled for use in any 
case until-the second year ‘espec- 
ially when growing from seed. 
Well rutted manure applied freely 
in the fall and dug into the soil 
around the plants in the spring 
will produce ‘a much greater 
growth, 

Seed -stalks appearing should 
be promptly removed ds it is very 
exhaustive to the plant to produce 
seed. A bacterial disease some- 
times- appears and causes the 
Jn ‘case of any 
such trouble the plants should be 
destroyed and a new bed started 
from seed in a different location, 

Fresh rhubarb may be grown in 
the cellar for use curing the win- 
ter by packing a root firmly in cut 
straw and keeping moist. Pre- 
vious freezing is not necessary 
when employing this method. 
The temperature in. the cellar 
should be about 50 or 60,
